So far all seems tiuite satisfactory and as we would 
have it. But when we come to that portion of the 
White Paper which deals witft "^^Sd to Ptiwite Enter- 
prise," we confess that there seems to be just that 
amount of ambiguity about the Government's proposals 
which gives risf to a feeling that even yet it is not 
realised how necessary it is that the industry should be 
generously <endi]>l£ra|eil until such tinn; as it is able 
stand Qri !@i*n f^i. For example, the Paper tells us 
that entry td either the naval or the military wing of the 
Royal Flymg Corps " should ultimately he confined to 
those who have qualified at the Central Flying Schgfll," 
We should like to know exactly what this means. "Bms 
it convey that presently entry will only be for those who 
have learnt to fly at the CetiWal School and passed through 
their whole aviation course there, or does it mean that 
officers may be initially traineji *Lt j^rivate sehoofe 
but must pass a qualifying i^mtmilkm at hi^- 
quarters ? IP the latter, then wec isan endorse the jiolicy 
to its end, hut if the former is meant then we tail to 
appreciate thi- method of encouraging private ent..;rprise 
which the Government sees fu to adopt. Again, we read 
that " for the present " military officers and .ei*^&eS-. . , , 
should first obtain their U.Ae.C. certificate, and on being

W'e cannot see here much encouragement to either 
officer or civilian to enter blindly m an ^xpS^vg 
qufliUfyii^ CoafSe which may easily lead nowliere, and 
fiirthfer, tMs dbes mt necessarily imply t'lili^^r aid or 
encouragement— even "for the present'— to those who 
have invested capita! and work in the organisation of 
fiying schools which are as much in part Of the industry 
as the actu^ building of machines.
